Guthrie, Ok., Dec. 17- Quanah Par­ 
ker, chief of the Comanche Indians, 
was the guest of distinction in the 
Constitutional convention today and 
addressed the delegates in opposition 
to cutting South Oklahoma counties 
and keeping in tact the Indians’ per­ 
sonal rights as to the use of medicine 
and worship. 
“My peopie want to do right under 
the government and we ask you to 
help us be good citizens," he said. 
“The Indian method has worn out and 
we must look to the methods of you 
people and I am here representing my 
people, just’as you are here represen­ 
ting yours." 
Parker was attended by his wives, 
sub-chiefs and other tribes. 
During 
the afterneon the Indians appeared 
before the committee on boundaries 
agaidat county cutting and before pub­ 
lic Health and Sanitation as to their 
medicine. 
An ordinance was offered by Mr. 
Quartes constituting the Osage Indian 
reservation a separate county with 
Pawhuska the county seat. 
The Bill of Rights Committee re­ 
ported a document which is not unlike 
those of other constitutions among 
other things dealing with the jury 
system, against employment of pro­ 
fessional police by corporations, and 
and against deporting people from the 
state for 
crimes committed in the 
state. 
The report of the committee on elec­ 


tion and convention expense was An­ 
ally disposed of today by the appoint­ 
ment of a committee—Asp of Guthrie, 
Haskell of Muskogee and Komegay of 
Vinita—to memorialize Congress for 
$150,000 additional money. 
The county boundary committee is in 
(ion tonight, with a view of re­ 
porting some time tomorrow. At last 
accounts 
na many as thirty-seven 
counties in Indian territory had been 
provided for, and considerable cutting 
has been done in Oklahoma. Delegate 
Mills was relieved from the committee 
today and Mr. Haskell of Muskogee 
substituted. The committee stakes no 
public announcement and is bolding 
executive meetings. , 
Notwithstanding the chief of cer­ 
tain Radical members of the constitu­ 
tional convention that the constitu­ 
tion of the United States is not para­ 
mount and supreme in the state, a bill 
as reported to the convention today de­ 
clared £^at the constitution of the 
United states was the supreme law of 
the land. 
Freedom of religion and free speech 
were guaranteed in bills today.
